1. I arrived at the LaSalle County Jail on 07/08/18 after an overnight stay at the Peru Police 

Department waiting to see if they could get the charge made valid and to have me transferred 
over to Ottawa by a LaSalle County Sheriff's Deputy. 


2. I arrived at the LaSalle County Jail by a Sheriff picking me up at the Peru Police Department 

around 5:30 in the morning and transferring me to Ottawa, Illinois to the LaSalle County Jail. I 
rode in the back seat and no problems arised. 


3. I arrived at the Ottawa LaSalle County Jail scared and uneasy due to how I'd been missing sleep 
up worrying about my little girl. I had been informed by a neighbor of Kevin's how she'd seen 
the Police frequenting the Father's house and so reasonable concerns had arisen at that time. I 

was scared that being in there would take me away from trying to be there for her, and away 
from working on my case, etc. 


4. The Nurse informed me that I would be staying in the "P" pod because of this. It was not made 
aware to me at that time, what the "P" pod stood for and I assumed it was for diseased people 
because had told her how I had been receiving treatments for a Syphilis infection prior to my 
stay there and how I went to the hospital a few days prior and received lots of injections and 
pills for this and how I was still a little bit sick by it and coming down from a cold I endured after 
receiving injections. I believe I told her I still felt kind of sickly, etc. The hospital I received the 

reatments at were at Ottawa, OSF Saint Francis at 1100 East Norris Drive Ottawa Illinois 61350.

5. The Doctor l saw previously on the matter, Doctor from Perry Memorial Hospital told me he 
hought ,t was syphilis because of how it looked similar to a syphilis outbreak he saw stemming 

from Joliet years ago, but that I, was very rare today and said it looked very much like the rare 
case of syphilis from the Joliet syphilis outbreak years ago. No tests were able to be taken that 
ime of a reliable nature and he explained to me that even though It may not show up positive 
on a test for syphilis doesn't mean that it isn't so, and that there are resistant strains which 
don show up on tests. He told me he thought it was syphilis but was just going to list it as a 
venereal disease and treat me for it. He told me to come back if I had any more questions. I 
went to Ottawa OSF a few days later for more treatments.

6. I had rashes breaking out all over my whole body which the nurse at the Jail had noticed and

She reported to me that 
her sources" told her that I was suffering from a rash from an infection of some kind, but she 
didn t specify to me at that time who her source was and this kind of freaked me out a little I

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12. I did rethink how I could eat the other girls' vegetables that they left on their tray to help with 

ealth-related things, and I did miss going to the gym and using the pull up bars during the 
middle of the day. I sensed that was the main reason I should go back there but couldn't think of 
any other reason why at that time, I should go back there when I could lay comfortably on the 
mat at my leisure and use the room as I pleased, such as go naked if I wanted to or lay under the 
anket with no clothes. I practiced yoga sometimes which I felt would be awkward back in the 

room with the other girls and ignored the signs of the spiders and used the room to my 
advantage. 

13. Lone behold to my unknowing, they were planning on trapping me in there and using poisonous 
fumes to spray on me out of the vents in that small solitary confinement cell, room 144 on the 
corner of the hall that led back to the medical and other offices, the court house and front and 
was on the corner leading back to the LaSalle County booking room, with two holding cells to 
the eft where the telephones were, room 145 and 146 to the left, then across the hall was I 
Booking room cell #144. These were supposed to be solitary confinement but a lot of noise ’ 
pollution from the staff made the rooms seem more un-solitary in comparison to the quiet pods 
of the general population inmates. To my right along the same wall were solitary confinement 
cells 143,142 where I was later moved to, and 141. Then across the hall were the two 
observation rooms 137 and 138 where I was held at one time when a mental health crisis 
ensued on my behalf after abuse occurred to me there from the Jailers and overseeing staff 
apparently. There are cameras in the booking room as well as the "P" pod which I tried to use to 
my advantage several times by taking pictures of the notes I was taking about abuse there by 
sliding them under the door of room 144 in hopes that the camera would catch them so I could 
go back and gather the data off them at later inspection. 

Ihe abuse that o ccurred to me at that time was the following - 

14. I was locked in room 144, without medical attention that I needed to deal with a bowel issue of 

mine that had been ongoing since about the time I was about 19 onward. I had a rectal prolapse 
surgery by Doctor Julius Bonello of Peoria IL.

42. I was begging them to get me out of there and urgently. I only had an $800.00 bond which was

I consume 
poisons several times in there and could no, breathe. I would yell and scream for help and for 
the nurse to come ge, me and check on me and ge, me ou, of there. I began making up mines in 
esperahon so that I would get transferred out of there and into a hospital so that f could eat 
something and tell them about the abuse tha, was going on in there to me 

55. All the nurses would do a, times is check my temperature and tell me I was okay. One time they 
eft me lay on the floor for two days after I had consumed poisons, almost died, went through 

trying to make sure I was alive, puking, laying on the floor naked to cool the inside of my 
poisoned body off, doing alternate nostril breathing and meditative breathing to filter the 
poisons out and ensure my body and lungs and hear, were obtaining sufficient oxygen to survive

head guy who pushed me in there and tried to dump me on the ground when he was 
previously ordered to take me to the nurse's station to be checked. 

I had the chief jailer and the nurse try to force a gallon of water, so they claimed on me claiming 
they had to offer patients water. I tried telling them all kinds of crazy things to try and let me go 

back m with the other girls, bring my bond back up and get me out of there I don't remember 
what all I told them, but I told them I was going crazy. remember

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61. That is all I ever wanted all along was peace in knowing that my Daughter is safe and out of 
trouble, and which would be in my arms, in my home again, me caring for her and having peace 
knowing she was being taken care of right because I am an excellent care giver, always doing 
things for others children, having them over, running a daycare/preschool out of my home at 
one time, well attempted to, but was hit with so much harassment from Kevin, my kids father, 
that I couldn't do some of the things I would have liked to pertaining to my child like take her to 
the zoo even, we had not yet been able to do that. He was always arguing with me over 
visitation, claiming to want her then to drop her off with his mom while he went to the bar and 

she was constantly coming back with abuse signs. I was sick of it all but would not stop fighting 
for her. 


62. It was not right what was happening in Peru Illinois pertaining to her and I heard from some of 
the other politicians locally, that I was not the only one receiving corruption from them and that 
they had been the victims of their abuse themselves, such as Attorney Julie Ajster, who quoted 
Edgar county watchdogs websites which provided information about LaSalle county corruption 
due to their investigations on LaSalle county. She explained the police killed her husband, dog, 
bought out her law firm trying to kick her out of town due to having one of the officer's wives 
stay at a bank where they had the mortgage company fund this. Apparently, she was aware of 
all types of crimes the Peru police were committing and was telling me that they were the most 
corrupt county in the state of Illinois according to the judicial review board of Illinois and others, 
like chief judges maybe she said. She said she was working on cases against them which 
occupied most of her time and interfered with much of her normal work and personal time She 

said it was ungodly unusual but that she wanted to make the world a better place by making this 
area better for all. 

63. She was aware of a lot of crimes about the ex-states attorney of Ottawa, too, and gave me her 
contact information at that time which I forwarded to Michael Fields for my records and so that 
he could talk to someone in the area who knew what I say about corruption here is true and tell 
him some of their stories about the corruption so he didn't feel I was making the whole thing 
up. Mr. Fields alerted me that he contacted her several times with no response and maybe there 
was a response one time, but I didn't get to talk to him too much about it. 

64. That just shows how corrupt they really are in LaSalle county. There were several cases against 
LaSalle County Sheriff in the past for corruption which goes to show that the abuse I was 
enduring in there is more probable. Ms. Ajster told me how the police had conducted an illegal 
investigation of her without a Judge's order where they were conducting wiretapping on her 
husband and flying all the way to Florida with tax payer's money to conduct the investigation 
which was all an illegal act, she told me at Starbucks one day, the day we exchanged numbers 

I made mention to her that I might want some of her files for my court case, how they sounded 
interesting and compelling and how I felt it would help my side of the sorry about how they 
were corrupt and trying to do weird things to me like harass me and commit legal errors etc 
She was unable to provide me with them at that time. We exchanged numbers and tried to 
remam in contact later. I was way too busy with what I had going on to go up and meet with her 
although I would have liked to have her as my Attorney being that she was standing up for what 
was right and against the corruption in LaSalle county. I believed she was running for States 
Attorney and I would have voted for her, I liked her that much. I thought Julie Ajster was very 
impressionable. I wanted to call her while I was in there and was unable to contact many people 

as my phone and wallet and nearly everything I had was at home and my parents were unwilling 
to help me at that time. 
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65. Several days I tried praying to everything under the sun, desperate for spiritual help, feeling as 
though I was left for dead, often time curling up in a tiny ball and expecting to die from the 
fumes they were spraying out at me. I often wondered if my Dad would have any lasting 
impression of me, and how at the age of 27,1 seemed to young to die. I couldn't believe my life 
was over before it barely begun. I suffered many years prior due to the court case, devoting 
myself to strenuous 12 hour shifts of investigating and paper work online, helping Attorneys like 
Eric Miskell organize the case file, making almost no time for myself and not being able to work, 
and go do things like hang out with friends or see family, etc. I became a recluse because of the 
court case before I came to jail and canceled out summer swimming sessions and everything 
which was highly unlike me. I just wanted my case finished once and for all and it was seeming 
nearly impossible for any Attorney due to conflict of interests, etc. Sexual predispositions and 

pedophilia were a common theme among reasons I pertained to the reasons why the case was 
not being resolved. 

66. The private investigator in Chicago Illinois told me there was a sex club the father belonged to 
that he communicated to fellow pedophiles to on his phone to schedule sex and send child 
pornography back and forth to, evident on his phone. He said that there was evidence on there 
that some of the politicians locally in LaSalle county were in on it and had apparently been 
paying him money which was evident in his bank account records. All in all, I believed I was 
locked up in a jail where these politicians were frequenting the court house it was connected to, 
and affiliated with the workers, the jailers, the chief jailer, the Sheriff etc. 

67. It felt like a death trap. At that point I knew the death threat was real. I was made aware by 
several people locally prior that the Chief of Police and other local politicians had hired them to 
kill me and they were afraid to do it. One of them, Stephan Cullinan, whose Mom is associated 
with DCFS and the Hope House of Ottawa Illinois, where apparent child rape and sex is 
advertised on this pedophile site the investigator was talking about, said he was paid a large 
amount of money by a local politician to kill me and he was afraid he would do it so he was 
going to purposely try and get himself thrown in jail by committing crimes, so he wouldn't have 
to do it. After that he went on a criminal rampage which concerned his Mom and I both. I noted 
my concerns to the State's Attorney at that time, Karen Donnelly, and the Judge over the case, 
Cynthia Raccuglia, at Starbucks one time when I saw her. That is when she started acting rude 
towards me. I usually was cool with her, but then after that Cullinan case, she was a whole 
different person, a new breed to me. I knew there as a conflict just by the way she approached 
me differently pertaining to him. She let the case go on unresolved while there were death 
threats of him threatening to kill me for several months. His mom reported that he was off his 
Risperdal, which posed a mental health crisis on the whole town. The Judge did nothing about it, 
the same judge that was handling my case now and deemed me unfit to stand trial due to me 
not wanting to get poisoned by the LaSalle County jailers. How unfair is that? 

68. I was unsure as to why these conflicts of interest were there. I was beginning to think it was 
because of the Chief of Police of Peru trying to kill me because I knew he was fucking my child 
and sending police officers over there to do that, and the public defender I had, Jon Fisher, told 
me there was a conflict of interest for me with him and them when I tried to hire him previously 
and he said he didn't want to get involved because of police involvement. 
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69. It became apparent to me that Kevin's Mom and Dad also had something to do with it as they 
met with Bob Steele, Kevin's lawyer privately, and constantly uninformed Kevin as to the 
progress they were making with his attorney, pursing action against me that he knew nothing 
about, one time admitting to me that he didn't want visitation with the child and how his mom 
was forcing it on him and meeting with his attorney for him and pursuing custody when he 
didn't want anything like that or visitation with the child, and was threatening to kill her and I 
and himself at the time, showing obvious signs of a mental health crisis and is said to be known 
to have schizophrenia which runs in the men in the family and was relayed to me by his mom 
one afternoon while sitting on the couch in 310 Herbert street where I lived with Kevin after the 
child was born and he told me he was going to kill me and smelled the blood of an innocent one. 

I told his mom of my concerns and she told me he had schizophrenia, and it was only after I had 
the child that I found out about this. I put this aside for the rest of my stay in jail and just tried to 
get out of there alive and set it aside in my mind to deal with later. 

70. There were little to no nutrients at all in my brain as I was starving and my brain was starting to 
hurt by trying to figure out all this court stuff, where the conflict of interest was coming from 
and what I was going to eat. I had harassment form the nurse who used a constant mean tone 
towards me, neglect from the medical staff to where I couldn't be seen if I wanted, etc. I 
couldn't eat, drink, or move some of the times, Afraid that I would die if I did anything and trying 
everything within my power not to die, which was all together weakening because I was 
depriving myself of food, oxygen and nutrients just trying not to die so that I could see my 
daughter again. 

71. After several weeks of not eating, praying and starving, I began to wonder what I could do to get 
back in with the girls or how I would survive in that solitary confinement room. I agreed with 
myself that what I would do and what I should have done the first time was throw spit wads up 
on the vent holes to cover up where the air blew out with toilet paper, in order to survive the 
toxic fumes, they were spraying out of there at me. It dawned on me as I was laying on the floor 
in the observatory confinement cell, covered up in a blanket and breathing out the hole in the 
door for fresh oxygen. 

72. I became nutrient deficient in there to such an extreme that I was almost passing out and seeing 
stars upon standing so didn't know if I would make it in the solitary confinement room but 
began to give it a try. In there I found no other choice but to plaster the notes I had previously 
created about the abuse I was going to send to Michael Fields up to the wall. There were no 
poisons being sprayed out of the vents when I first went in there and managed to find time to 
stick each document out the hole in the bottom of the door and out so that the cameras would 
apparently see it, I hoped. And then I stuck each one into the toilet bowl and plastered them to 
the wall as quickly as I could, so much that I missed the vent on the wall several times and my 
heart was racing for fear I would get in trouble. I would hear the guards mention something 
about slapping sounds and tried making excuses about it and continued trying to throw more 
later up there to cover the vents holes, like with toilet paper and other paper I could find, 
eventually covering the wall with a large amount of pee and toilet water-soaked paper, which 
made the room smell strange. It was gross but I was alive and that was all that mattered to me 
at that time. 
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73. From then on, I lived as disgusting as I've ever lived in my whole entire life and wished that this 
situation wouldn't be imposed on anybody. What I tried to do to avoid poisons from then on 
was downright inhumane, unholy and unjust. I suffered tremendous trauma and almost died on 
multiple occasions from ingesting large amounts of fatal and deadly poisons like acid water the 
nurse had administered into a water bottle I had ordered from commissary which she had 
scattered out on her desk and out of the bag I ordered them in to then tell me that she had to 
inspect them and hand them to the guard to pour me in a cup as needed. 

74. One day I asked the guard to do this, after consuming one of the sunny d's and noticing it was 
poisoned due to almost dying and throwing up after. I asked for the water to be poured into a 
cup as was instructed of me and it smelled of chemicals, so I stuck my tongue to it to see what it 
tasted like and my tongue started bleeding instantly. I made mention of it to the nurse and 
wrapped it in a towel, leaving blood marks on it I wanted to send home in an envelope to family 
for evidence. 

75. As the days approached following, I asked the nurse if she could take a picture of my tongue for 
evidence and she said she could not. A camera in the booking area shows me opening my purple 
spotted mouth and burned and reddened tongue to her in efforts to get her to see what I was 
talking about, but I am unaware if it shows my tongue or not. I was having a noticeable allergic 
reaction to whatever chemicals were in there as the tip of my tongue was dry, hardened and 
appeared to be falling off and a bit feathered a few days later. I began to wonder if it would fall 
off and continued washing it, touching urine to it, etc. in hopes to revive, and regenerate it so 
that it would stay on and not fall off but judging by the way it looked in the mirror my chances 
were not looking to hot. So, my tongue almost fell off and I began to wonder what would have 
happened to me had I drunk and ingested that in larger form, is that I would have died, and they 
were trying to kill me at that point. 

76. That water bottle had been sitting there for some time, from the ()???? date commissary order, 
where I didn't touch it until later. It had acid in it apparently, according to my common 
knowledge mind. There is no other substance that it could be. It burned my flesh immediately 
on the spot and almost caused the tip of my tongue to fall off. The chief jailer had tried to give 
me a gallon of this when I was in the solitary confinement observatory cell, which made me 
wonder about the cameras. What would they have done with the evidence when those cameras 
saw what this little bit of water did in large for, from a gallon from the chief jailer Sargent 
Edgecomb who stood in my door way promoting a big gallon jug of it when he normally doesn't 
come see inmates in there personally? It let me know that he and the chief nurse were in on it. 

77. My commissary had remained tampered with on a consistent basis from the cooks there or the 
nurse, or someone apparently who had access to it, which I saw that the nurse did that one 
time, but being that it was food oriented I pertained it to the cooks that they might be doing 
something to help the staff get in on it at me. After all my food was coming tremendously 
poisoned in the trays and so I didn't know who could be doing that, the cooks or the staff in 
between carrying the trays like the chief jailer or the nurse maybe when it went past their office 
with the help of in on it willing workers to allow them to do such a thing and then demand I take 
a certain tray after. 
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78. When that Happened, I learned to not touch the tray at all and just let it sit there. Sometimes 
when they slammed it down and a bit of moisture spattered, I retrieved a black marks on my 
foot from where it splashed at me which I later found out can be a sign of cyanide poisoning, 
none the less I was rubbing urine all over myself to get it off of me and get the poisons 
deactivated which always seemed to help some. 

79. Urine was my go-to at that time. Some of the commissary sometimes, early on was safe, but I 
was afraid to try it often leaving it set for long periods of time then trying it after and I had got 
sick from trying it too many times right away, often times throwing up, almost passing out or 
feeling like puking, vomiting and shitting all at once and experiencing blood and shit coming out 
of my genitals and anus. One time I and blood in my vomit and throat, and then blood in my 
stool. 

80. I was a mess and my venereal diseases were seeming to get worse in there. Once I stuck my 
finger up in my vagina to see if I had bowl stuck in my anal cavity which I was often told I could 
do to check in emergency matters, and I would find pink blood on my hand from my vagina 
when it was not my period. It appeared to be from an infected cervix of some sort. It smelled 
funny too like untreated venereal diseases. I didn't know what else to do at the time except for 
deal with it. I also stopped having my period all together for about 6 months due to abuse there 
and only had one during my last month at the Alton Mental Health Center. 

81. At the Jail, I was getting skinny and my brain felt like it was rotting. I would write complaint 
letters and letters to everyone I knew and could possibly think of which rattled by brain even 
more and depleted it of what energy it had left. Often, I would fall over too weak to sit or stand, 
and often unable to stand to use the toilet and just wetting myself or peeing into a towel so I 
wouldn't have to stand. 

82. I lay and stare at the wall somedays, thinking of all the starving people out there and praying 
they would have food to eat. I thought I was going to die so wanted to leave a legacy. I couldn't 
survive like Ghandi with this starving thing, since I had underlying health issues. I began to write 
the President a proposal to feed people in under privileged countries to make a difference in the 
world before I died. I wanted to send. Bill and Melinda gates a copy too but a didn't have their 
address. I knew they helped fund operations like this from books I've read like Condoleezza 
Rice's book no higher honor which I was previously reading before I went to jail. It was cute and 
simple and to the point, the letter I wrote, and I sent it off with no regrets. I didn't hear one 
work back from the President though. I suggested we catch whale and mass manufacturer it in 
bags of colloidal silver to cure the parasite and aids epidemic that was often plaguing them. 

83. I remained without ability to see the outside world and was able to go up to court a couple of 
times where my lawyer wore funny outfits like ties that looked like the vent holes in my room, 
like trying to have his outfit portray a funny joke. He wore a chainsaw bracelet on his wrist once, 
where other lawyers were giving me weird looks because of, like looking at the bracelet, then 
looking at me. I was down in my room wondering about what it meant after and this was before 
they started spraying me.

84. was near death the entire time and starved four weeks in a row once, begging and pleading for 
food from a safe source from God. They had taken away my commissary ability at the time, so I 
wasn't able to play with it. Approaching week three of starvation I wrote the most badass letter I 
could pull myself together to and sent to all the contacts I was able to find during my stay there 
and from letters I had received, legally, etc. I had asked a few of the guards for some addresses 
sometimes and they were nice enough to give me some. Even my stamps were tampered with 
at times where I couldn't touch them without feeling burning on my hands after so I would have 

the guards do it and put it with the envelope under the door and pretend like I was retarded and 
unable to. 

85. On Wednesday 10/24/18,1 was transferred out of there at 5:30 in the morning and to the Alton 
Mental Health Center in Alton Illinois. It was a day or so prior that my Dad had mentioned 
something about this on the kiosk at the jail, but I was too nutrient deprived to understand what 
it meant. He mentioned talking to the appointed special prosecutor a few times. I felt 
uncomfortable riding down there when they sent me because I thought that they were going to 
kill me. I was sincerely afraid for my life at that time. I was too nutrient deprived to sit so I lay 
down in a ball almost too nutrient deprived to cry. My brain hurt the whole time, almost all the 
time like I had suffered a traumatic brain injury or something. I remember hearing the jailer tell 
the guard at the Alton Mental center "hard as nails, that's what we are back in LaSalle county" 
and I thought, what the heck are they talking about, using code to kill me or something. 

86. Inside was nice, comfortable. I was unable to be gassed there so it seemed at first until one of 
the nurses burned sage in my room after I told her what happened to me at the LaSalle county 
jail and back at home. Another worker put poison in my food a few days after I arrived so I 
knew quick not to eat from them unless it was from a safe option like the vending machine on 
the weekends or the snack at night, they often offered from a safe setting like having everyone 
grab from a pile. I made mention to my Mom and Dad about the poisons there and they told me 
to eat the food anyways and take the meds but how could I take meds when the food was 
poisoned. I didn't want to die, and I felt like they were trying to kill me by making those 


87. I tried making mention to my counselor and social workers about my food aversions, we called 

them at first, to see if they would try to work with me in the food department and no one there 
was willing to make any accommodations. 

88. I had to starve a lot, nearly the entire time until I got transferred out of there and home after a 

rr, 31 USa ! le . C0unty Jail ' where my sta V wasn't necessarily good either. They sprayed 
e with fumes out of the yents and I wasn't even touching the foods, so I starved. I was able to

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89. I got out on 1.1.19 by and through the power of Tim Kohn ; an Attorney my Grandmother hired 
for me during the later part of my stay at the Alton mental health center when I found out they 
were deeming me fit to stand trial and that I would be sent back to the jail sometime after that. 

90. There was a lot of doctor and medical fraud that I would rather not get into right now such as 
stories not adding up or being correct but will save that for later if necessary. I am just glad to be 
out and wish to have my Daughter and be compensated for what I have had to go through.
